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Museum to 
lose 7 staff 
in shake-up 

Up to seven jobs could be axed at the Black 
Country Living Museum under a shake-up of cater¬ 
ing services at the attraction. 

Bosses at the Dudley site say they want to make 
restaurants and cafes more “financially sustain¬ 
able” in the coming months. A consultation will be 
held with staff about the potential job losses, say 
museum bosses. Details of any food operations 
which could be closed as part of the plan have not yet 
been revealed by the museum, in Tipton Road. 

Bosses say other departments and operations at 
the museum are not under threat by the proposals. 

The heritage museum has seven food and drink 
outlets throughout the 26-acre site. These include 
the Bottle and Glass Inn in the village and two 
period fish and chip shops. 

New for this year was Hobbs’ Courtyard which 
offers a waitress service. There is also the Canalside 
Cafe and Rolfe Street cafe bar and a smaller “Grab 
and Go” sandwich bar. 

Proposals 

Black Country Living Museum spokeswoman 
Helen Taylor said: “The museum is currently consid¬ 
ering and consulting with affected staff on proposals 
to improve and make more financially sustainable, 
parts of its food and drink operation. 

“If the proposals go ahead, it could, unfortunately, 
result in up to seven job losses, although the 
museum is committed to doing all it can to minimize 
any job losses. The proposals do not affect any other 
aspect of the museum.” 

Around 300,000 people visit the museum annu¬ 
ally. New developments have included the £10 
million 1930s High Street known as the Oldbury 
Buildings that originally stood in Birmingham 
Street in the town. 

Hobb’s fish and chip bar opened on the street 
along with the other shops in July last year, quickly 
becoming one of the museum’s most popular eater¬ 
ies. Dozens of job hunters have so far applied for 
more than 20 casual positions at the museum adver¬ 
tised this summer. The final number of positions in 
the latest round of recruitment is still to be finalised 
but workers will be helping out with events which 
include Halloween and Christmas. 

80 jobs saved 
in firm’s U-turn 

More than 80 jobs have been saved at a Black 
Country engineering company after its owners 
reversed plans to close it down and move to America. 

It means massive relief for workers at award¬ 
winning Thompson Friction Welding, in Halesowen, 
who have spent nearly six months on tenterhooks 
after their German parent company, robotics giant 
KUKA Systems, warned it was looking at a move to 
the US. 

KUKA said it had decided to keep the Hereward 
Rise factory and safeguard the jobs after a strategic 
review of the business. 

Larry Drake, president and chief executive of 
KUKA, said: “After a thorough review of our 
automation and mechanical engineering businesses 
and consideration of a number of options, it has been 
decided to maintain Thompson’s manufacturing 
facility in the UK.” 

At the same time Thompson chief executive Alan 
Shilton has stepped down, and Peter Lovegrove, pre¬ 
viously operations director, has been appointed 
interim managing director. 



Future of popular waterways event looks in doubt

BE PUT OUT 
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The future of a popular water¬ 
ways festival which attracts more 
than 12,000 people to a Black 
Country canal has been thrown 
into doubt after this year’s event 
was scrapped. 

Bosses at Dudley Council thiw week 
admitted they had cancelled the 
annual Festival of Water and Light — 
which has been held at The Waterfront, 
Brierley Hill, for the past 12 years - as 
funding was increasingly difficult to 
find. 

The announcement was met with disap¬ 
pointment from boating fans who tradition¬ 
ally stage a parade along the canal as part of 
the evening. 

But instead they rallied together and 
seven boats staged their own mini celebra¬ 
tion at the canal. 

Council leader Les Jones said they were 
working towards finding a way forward for 
the music festival, which also features fire¬ 
works, dance groups and a fun fair. 

Supported 

“The agreement the council had with a 
private event management company came 
to an end following last year’s festival,” he 
said. “The event was run at cost-neutral for 
many years as it was supported through 
private sponsorship. 

“In recent years due to the economic 
climate, this private investment has 
inevitably been harder to secure. 

“The council is not looking to continue its 
involvement.” 

However, he added, a private company 
had shown interest and is currently in dis¬ 
cussions with the council over taking on the 
running of the event in the future. 

Waterways enthusiast Paddy Grice - who 
is also director of the Black Country Boating 
Festival — said boaters had become increas¬ 
ingly concerned when he was unable to find 
out any information about the future of this 
year’s festival. 

He rallied other enthusiasts, including 
members of Dudley Canal Trust and Birm¬ 
ingham Canal Navigations Society, to stage 
a replacement event over the past weekend. 

Instead of the usual venue of The Water¬ 
front, they moored their narrowboats along 
the Dudley Canal next to the Merry Hill 
Shopping Centre on Saturday night.

Family of Dudley’s famous footballing 
son Duncan Edwards gathered for a new 
exhibition marking what would have been 
his 75th birthday.

Residents 
planning a 
big protest 

Elderly residents at a closure-threatened care 
home in the Black Country will take their protest to 
the council house steps in a last ditch bid to halt the 
plans. 

More than 3,000 have signed a petition backing 
campaigners trying to save New Bradley Hall care 
home, in Kingswinford. The care home, off Compton 
Drive, is one of three that could shut in the next 
three years under a shake up of Dudley social care 
services. Cabinet agreed to back the scheme last 
month. A full-council decision will be taken on 
Monday. But residents, led by 78-year-old Harry 
Griffiths, are planning a final demonstration 
against the plan as councillors arrive for the 6pm 
meeting. Placards and signs are being prepared 
ready for the protest. 

Mr Griffiths, a retired lorry driver, said: “We will 
go right to the last moment with this one and do all 
we can to make them think again. We all feel 
strongly about this situation as you could see by the 
number of people who attended our protest meeting 
last week. We want to show that we just want to stay 
here and not be messed around.” 

He added residents intended to collect up to 3,000 
signatures by Monday’s meeting to show the 
strength of support against the proposal. 

Chairman of last week’s meeting Max Scott, 
whose 94-year-old mother-in-law, Irene Claridge 
lives at New Bradley Hall, has urged people to write 
to the authority in a hope the closure plans would be 
scrapped. 

The council discussed a programme of closures 
which will see New Bradley Hall in Kingswinford, 
New Bridge House in Coseley and New Swinford 
Hall in Stourbridge close their doors by April 2014, 
along with Shenstone House in Halesowen, which 
will close in March. 

Outgoing adult social care boss Councillor Lesley 
Faulkner previously said the decision had not been 
made to cope with budget cuts, but that it was part 
of action to keep elderly people independent and in 
their own homes for longer.

It’s a fur cop for 
mouse burglary 

A drunken burglar stole two frozen mice from a 
home possibly because he thought they were drugs, 
but left valuables behind a court heard. 

Richard Scarrett, aged 28, broke into a property in 
Wallace Road,Wolverhampton and raided the 
freezer, where the property owner kept mice to feed 
to his pet snakes. 

Scarrett, of New Road, Dudley, was drunk at the 
time and a theory put forward by the prosecution is 
he took the mice because they looked like drugs. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said: “It may 
have appeared that they looked like drugs in their 
frozen state.” 

He added Scarrett had cut his hand and left blood 
at the scene after the offence in April. He originally 
denied the offence when police arrested him 10 days 
later, and when confronted with the DNA evidence 
he claimed he had heard the break-in and when he 
went to help he had cut his hand on the window. 

But he admitted burglary at the first opportunity 
in court. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said: “He was plainly 
very very drunk. There were more valuable items 
from this address which he didn't take.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz sentenced him to 40 weeks 
imprisonment, suspended for 12 months, with a 
supervision order for 12 months with an alcohol 
treatment programme. 
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Man grew cannabis in home 


A Black Country man found 
growing 17 cannabis plants in his 
basement has been given a com¬ 
munity order and ordered to pay 
compensation. 

Police discovered the factory 
while searching Ryan Oakley’s 
home in Cypress Road, Kates 
Hill, Dudley. The 38-year-old had 
also set up a system to divert 
electricity for light and heating 
in the basement - causing a loss 


of more than £1,000 to British 
Gas. During interviews with the 
probation service Oakley denied 
he had a drug problem and said 
cannabis should be legalised. 

But his defence solicitor, Mr 
Gerry Vahey, told Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court last week: “I have 
stressed to him that it is illegal to 
do this no matter what his 
private thoughts are on the 
matter and that’s it.” Officers 


swooped on the house on August 
15. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler gave Oakley a 12-month 
community order with a supervi¬ 
sion requirement. He was also 
given a curfew between 8pm and 
7am for eight weeks and ordered 
to pay £1,014 compensation for 
the electricity. He admitted pro¬ 
ducing a class B drug and using 
electricity without authority. 


Call to all parents 


Dudley College wants parents 
to play a greater role in advising 
their children about their future 
education, as national research 
shows most pupils do not know 
what choices they have after 
GCSEs. Research issued by the 
Association of Colleges shows con¬ 
fusion among young people, with 
half of Year 10 pupils unable to 
name more than two post-GCSE 
qualifications and a quarter 


coming up with only one. Bob 
Chapman, director for learning at 
Dudley College, said: “The 
research highlights a very worry¬ 
ing trend among young people. 

Joy Mercer, director of educa¬ 
tion policy at the Association of 
Colleges, said: “These findings 
show parents have a hugely 
important role in helping their 
children to fully understand all of 
their options.” 


Speed 
limit may 
go to 80 

The speed limit on 
Britain’s motorways could 
be raised from 70mph to 
80mph, the Government 
has announced. Transport 
Secretary Philip Hammond 
said the current limit was 
“out of date”. 

He said a higher one 
would bring economic bene¬ 
fits. It is understood a con¬ 
sultation will be launched 
later this year with a view to 
introducing the new limit in 
2013. 

Mr Hammond said: “Now 
it is time to put Britain back 
in the fast lane of global 
economies and look again at 
the motorway speed limit.” 

He added the limit was 
“nearly 50 years old, and out 
of date thanks to huge 
advances in safety and 
motoring technology. 

“Increasing the motorway 
speed limit to 80mph would 
generate economic benefits 
of hundreds of millions of 
pounds through shorter 
journey times. So we will 
consult later this year on 
raising the limit to get 
Britain moving.” 

Stephen Joseph, chief 
executive of Campaign for 
Better Transport, said he 
was concerned that increas¬ 
ing the motorway speed 
limit to 80mph would 
increase costs for drivers 
and add to pollution. 

However, according to 
Department for Transport 
figures, as many as 49 per 
cent of drivers currently 
exceed the 70mph limit on a 
regular basis.

The MP for Stourbridge 
has nominated two local 
manufacturers for the Par¬ 
liamentary Made by Britain 
awards. 

Margot James said: “I am 
delighted to nominate Bird 
Stevens and Boro Foundry, 
two innovative local busi¬ 
nesses; together they draw 
attention to the high quality 
manufacturing which takes 
place in Stourbridge. 

“I am very pleased that a 
large number of companies 
from the Black Country 
have been nominated,” she 
added. 


Spending cuts will 
not hit service vow 


Millions of pounds of 
spending cuts that 
will see almost 400 
posts go at West Mid¬ 
lands Police will not 
stop it providing a top- 
level service to the 
public, the force’s most 
senior officer has 
vowed. 

A funding shortfall of 
£134 million over the 
next four years means 
Chief Constable Chris 
Sims has been forced to 
take drastic measures to 
save money. 

Plans were agreed by 
police authority councillors 
last week to scrap hundreds 
of posts. A total of 173 police 
officer and 217 police staff 
positions will go — some 
through compulsory redun¬ 
dancy - over the coming 
year as part of a drive to 
save £25m. Mr Sims admit¬ 
ted tough decisions had 
been made. “We totally 
understand the whole 
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Chris Sims 


public concern about cuts in 
policing,” he said. “It’s 
become a very political 
issue, as well as an issue of 
local concern. The reassur¬ 
ance is that we said we 
would need to lose 2,300 
staff at the start. 

Bulk 

“With this work, by the 
end of the next financial 
year, we will have lost 
1,800. In a sense, although 


work will carry on and 
there’s lots more to do, the 
bulk of big change is almost 
behind us.” 

Forensics, firearms and 
child abuse units will have 
their budgets reduced, 
while eight police dogs, 
their handlers and 65 traffic 
officers are likely to be cut. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
David Thompson said the 
moves would ensure the 
force would be more “effi¬ 
cient” and allow for invest¬ 
ment in other areas. And Mr 
Sims is confident that the 
force will continue to deliver 
a high level of service. 

He said: “I’d invite people 
concerned to reflect on the 
past month. We’ve managed 
a party political conference, 
had the impact of the inves¬ 
tigation from the August 
riots, run probably the 
biggest counter-terrorism 
unit operation the country 
has seen for some time, and 
have had as a month just 
about the lowest level of 
crime for several years.” 


College bosses fume 
over listing of ‘failure’ 


Dudley College bosses are “fuming” after 
being labelled as failing to reach their 
targets to recruit poorer students - saying 
almost half of the candidates on their 
higher education courses come from disad¬ 
vantaged areas. 

The Higher Education Funding Council 
agreed it would be “unfair” to say the 
college was doing badly - and blamed the 
Office for Fair Access (Offa) for releasing 
figures singling out institutions. 

Offa listed the college as among 44 insti¬ 
tutions that were not hitting their targets. 

Offa said the 44 were not meeting the 
goals they had set themselves during 2009 
to 2010 - following a joint report with the 
Higher Education Funding Council. 

But Dudley College claims that report 
was based upon different colleges’ own 
interpretation of how to measure the 
success of their aims. 

And, in Dudley’s case, it said it aimed to 
retain 88 per cent of higher education stu¬ 


dents until the end of their course - but fell 
just three per cent short of that. 

Dudley College’s director of learning Bob 
Chapman said: “We are exasperated by 
this report and I am sure some of the other 
colleges listed in it will be fuming like me.” 

He said 43 per cent of students on higher 
education courses at the college were from 
disadvantaged areas, compared to a 
national average of 10 per cent. 

Challenging 

“We were asked to set our own targets 
and chose to set ones that were challenging 
and would enable even more people to 
access higher education at the college,” he 
added. 

Philip Walker, spokesman for the Higher 
Education Funding Council, praised the 
college for setting such “ambitious targets” 
and criticised Offa for issuing the list. But 
Zita Adamson, from Offa, said the informa¬ 
tion was in the public domain.

Two dragged 
from vehicles 
by carjackers 

Carjackers targeted three motorists within four hours in 
a Black Country borough - pulling a terrified pensioner 
from his vehicle and speeding off with his dog inside. 

The 81-year-old was one of two drivers dragged from 
their cars, while another two victims were robbed in the 
street in a spree which detectives believe may have been 
carried out by the same attackers. The robberies in Dudley 
began when a woman was knocked to the ground before 
having her bag stolen as she walked along grassland off 
Wrens Nest Road just before 11am. 

Just over an hour later police received two reports of car¬ 
jackings in Dudley. In the first, two people tried to steal a 
Hyundai car from a couple on Martins Hill Street. They 
were unsuccessful and the couple raised the alarm. 

Moments later, an 81-year-old man was forced from his 
car outside Dudley Leisure Centre. He was dragged from 
his Peugeot at 12.25pm. The victim’s dog was inside at the 
time and was taken along with the car. Ten minutes later 
the car crashed at the junction of Baptist End Road and 
Cinder Bank in Netherton. The culprits fled on foot, 
leaving the dog, who was later reunited with his owner. 

Attacked 

Around an hour later, a man was attacked and robbed of 
his mobile phone and wallet as he walked along the canal 
towpath near to Highbridge Road in Netherton. The 42- 
year-old was taken to hospital with facial injuries. And later 
that afternoon, a man parked at the Merry Hill Centre was 
threatened and forced from his Ford Fiesta in the multi¬ 
storey car park near to Debenhams, shortly after 3pm. 

DS Mick Greenland, from the force criminal investiga¬ 
tion department, said: “At this stage it is difficult to 
confirm that the offences are all linked, however initial 
descriptions and the locations give us cause to think they 
may be connected. Thankfully there were no serious 
injuries as a result of the robberies, however, the victims 
were all clearly shaken and upset by their various ordeals.”

Woman, 29, is fined 
over pile of rubbish 

A householder has been ordered to pay a toted of more 
than £650 after failing to remove a pile of bin bags filled 
with rubbish from outside her home. Janine Stacey was 
issued a legal notice to remove the waste by Dudley Council. 

The notices followed complaints over the course of two 
months. But Dudley Magistrates Court heard she had taken 
no action to dispose of the rubbish despite assuring council 
officials it would be removed within a week. 

The authority eventually had to clear away the pile of 
waste and dispose of it at a cost of £180, the court was told. 
Stacey, aged 29, of Greystone Passage, Dudley, was proved 
guilty in her absence of failing to take required steps to 
dispose of the rubbish following serving of the notice. 

Magistrates fined her £175 for the offence and £180 com¬ 
pensation to the council for clearing the waste away. 

She was also ordered to pay £295 costs and the £15 victim 
surcharge. The total came to £665. 

Mr Tim Holder, prosecuting, said a complaint had first 
been made about the rubbish on December 3 last year. Offi¬ 
cers visited the property but there was no answer and a card 
was left. 

A further complaint was made on January 10 and officers 
went to the address on January 12 and spoke to Miss Stacey 
who told them it would be removed, he said. 

But no action was taken and the authority itself had to 
remove the rubbish on March 7.

The club went into admin¬ 
istration last year with 
debts of £450,000. It contin¬ 
ued to trade as normal until 
after the New Year, when it 
finally closed its doors. 

The future looked bleak 
after a potential buyer 
dropped out of a deal at the 
11th hour earlier this year. 

Even knocking £25,000 
off the original asking price 
of £350,000 did not help 
bring another buyer 
forward, and eventually 
Stourbridge-based adminis¬ 
trators John D Travers & Co 
auctioned off all equipment 
and memorabilia, before 
putting the shell of the club 
under the hammer with CP 
Auctioneers.

Tears and jeers over 
home closure plans 
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More than 100 people turned out to vent their 
fury over the planned closure of a Dudley care 
home at a public meeting. Elderly residents of 
New Bradley Hall care home in Kingswinford 
and their relatives were in tears as they 
pleaded with Dudley Council chiefs to keep it 
open. 

They presented a 200-name petition at last night’s 
event at Kingswinford Methodist Church. And they 
announced their intention to collect 3,000 signa¬ 
tures for this week’s full council meeting. 

It is then that they will stage a protest on the steps of the 
council house ahead of a final decision on the plans. 

Some said they would refuse to leave the home and 
“would have to be dragged out”. 

Chairman of the meeting Mac Scott, whose 94-year-old 
mother-in-law, Irene Claridge lives at New Bradley Hall, 
said: “Let’s show the council that even though we have 
been informed very late of the decision to close the home, 
we can still battle for these residents and try to save this 
jewel in the crown of care in the borough.” 

The council’s Maggie Venables was bombarded with 
questions as tensions ran high. 

Jeered 

Her repeated response when asked why the home was 
closing was: “It is part of the wider home closure pro¬ 
gramme” over the next three years, which was jeered by 
the audience. 

Dorothy Walker, aged 94, who has been at the home nine 
months, sobbed as she said: “I’ve got a lovely bedroom and 
lots of friends here. I’ve already been moved three times 
and I don’t want to move any more. I’m going to lose my 
home again at my age. How is this right?” 

Mrs Venables was also quizzed over the council’s future 
plans for the site, with many people suggesting it should 
be sold as a going concern so residents could stay on under 
new owners. 

But she said this was “not a viable option”. 

People at the meeting were urged to write letters to their 
local councillors and council leader Les Jones in the hope 
the closure will be scrapped.

Concern over falling 
numbers of care beds 


Concerns have been raised over the 
falling number of care home beds in 
Dudley - as the council plans to close the 
remaining homes it runs. 

Hilary Walker, director of quality at NHS 
Dudley, said the borough had lost 50 beds in 
recent months. 

She said she had met with council bosses 
to raise concerns over whether the area’s 
facilities will be able to cope in the future. 
Westfield Lodge, Stourbridge; Grange 
Park, Himley Road, Dudley and Alexandra 
House, Pensnett High Street have all shut 
in the last 18 months. 

The last remaining council-run homes 
are set to close down within the next three 
years. Mrs Walker said: “I have had meet¬ 
ings with Dudley Council to raise my con¬ 
cerns about the reduction in care beds in the 
area and they are aware of this. 

“The authority is responsible for the 
overall strategy with care homes and obvi¬ 
ously is pursuing plans to close council-run 
homes down, but we are working closely 
with them.” 

She added that NHS Dudley commission¬ 
ing manager Jenny Cale was “considering 
options to ensure both intermediate and 


continuing healthcare as winter 
approaches”. The council is looking to close 
New Bradley Hall, Kingswinford, New 
Bridge House, Coseley and New Swinford 
Hall, Stourbridge. 

It has said the plans are part of efforts to 
keep elderly people independent and in 
their own homes for longer. 

Meanwhile the authority is ploughing 
ahead with plans for five extra care housing 
schemes which will provide 600 flats for 
older people. Work has started on two of the 
schemes, at Russells Hall and Coseley. 

Apartments 

The £16million Russells Hall scheme will 
have 132 apartments for the over-55s, while 
the Coseley scheme is an £8m project made 
up of 72 apartments. 

Councillor Lesley Faulkner, cabinet 
member for adult and community services 
said: “I am confident that given the eco¬ 
nomic pressures coupled with an increasing 
and ageing population that we are directing 
our finite resources at the areas of service 
that will make the greatest impact on 
helping people to live in homes of their 
choice in safe and active communities.” 


Deal to reduce 
staff pay still 
under scrutiny 

A pay deal which would leave hundreds of Dudley 
Council workers out of pocket is still being negotiated 
between local authority bosses and union chiefs. 

Under the current proposals of the single status plan put 
forward by the council there would be 1,260 people -14 per 
cent of the council’s 9,000-strong staff — earning lower pay, 
with 342 members of staff facing cuts of more than 15 per 
cent. 

Unison joint branch secretary Andrew Maybury has now 
revealed officials are pushing for measures to be intro¬ 
duced to help mitigate the impact of the cuts. 

“There are certain sticking points and while the doors 
are open for negotiation we want to try and negotiate 
improvements for our members affected by this,” he said. 

“There will be some winners and some losers, and that’s 
one of the areas that we need to go back and talk to them 
about. For example, is there anything that can be done to 
mitigate some of the losses.” 

GMB Union representative Mohammed Khalik said 
there were still a number of areas of “real concern”. 

“We are waiting for the council to respond to these con¬ 
cerns before moving to a vote,” he added. 

Last month, it emerged 204 people out of 342 facing the 
higher level of salary reductions had submitted appeals 
against the pay shake-up. The single status offer was made 
following Government legislation which meant all jobs 
were evaluated to determine which pay grade they should 
fall into - for example, determining whether a school cook 
should be paid the same salary as a bin collector. 

Under the offer, around 47 per cent of staff would main¬ 
tain the same basic pay and 38 per cent will see an 
increase. Deputy council leader Councillor Tim Wright 
said the deadline for negotiations was the end of October. 

“We are continuing to seek an agreement with the trade 
unions and are working towards notifying all employees 
who are covered by the single status agreement of the 
impact of the proposals on their contracts by then,” he said. 

The new contracts, once drawn up, will come into force 
in April next year.

BBC Radio 4 presenter Brett Westwood will be the guest 
speaker at Worcestershire Wildlife Trust’s annual general 
meeting on October 12. 

Stourbridge-based Mr Westwood works within the 
BBC’s Natural History Unit in Bristol as a presenter and 
producer of natural history programmes. He is also a 
regular contributor to the popular BBC Wildlife magazine. 
Kate Thomas, head of resources for the trust, said: “We’re 
delighted that someone of Brett’s standing within the 
world of wildlife media can come and talk to trust members 
at our annual AGM. 

“Our AGM provides a chance for our members to find out 
more about our work during the past year as well as meet 
staff and trustees. Our guest speaker is a key part of the 
evening and we’re looking forward to hearing Brett talk 
about how his interest in wildlife has developed over the 
years.” 

The meeting, which is open to members only, takes place 
at Lower Smite Farm, between Worcester and Droitwich, 
at 7.30pm on October 12. The talk by Brett Westwood is 
open to all and will begin at 8.30pm. 


Karate teacher jailed 
for sex with teenager 

A karate teacher who seduced a 13-year-old Kiddermin¬ 
ster student who later committed suicide has been jailed. 

Jaspal Riat’s “despicable” actions towards the schoolgirl 
was “at least partially responsible” for a suicide attempt by 
the girl in May 2009, before she did kill herself when she 
was 16 earlier this year, a court heard. 

Riat, of DenewoodAve, Handsworth Wood, Birmingham, 
had denied two charges of raping the schoolgirl, one charge 
of sexual assault and eight of sexual activity with a child. 

The 48-year-old was jailed for eight years last week, 
after being convicted on the eight sexual activity charges. 
He was cleared of one sexual activity charge and one of the 
rape allegations. But the jury could not reach a verdict on 
the other rape charge and Riat was acquitted of it.

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Council 
buildings 
sale plan 

Independent valuations are being 
carried out on some council buildings 
in Dudley which will be put up for 
sale. More than a third of local author¬ 
ity buildings deemed “unfit for 
purpose” will go on the market. 

The move is to happen over the next 
three years under plans unveiled by 
council bosses earlier this year. The 
move to sell off the buildings will save 
the council an estimated £500,000 a 
year in running costs. But the change 
will mean a new way of working for 
staff. 

Some workers will have to share 
desks in the remaining buildings. 

The authority will not reveal which 
of the council’s 24 offices and 11 cus¬ 
tomer reception buildings have been 
earmarked for sale and say they don’t 
yet know when the first building will 
go on the market. 

But the council house in Ednam 
Road, along with the buildings in St 
James Road and Parsons Street, will 
not be among them. 

Councillor Tim Wright, deputy 
leader of the council, said: “The 
council is working with the Limited 
Liability Partnership (LLP) on estab¬ 
lishing independent valuations of the 
sites. Work has yet to be done to estab¬ 
lish their possible uses and no deci¬ 
sion has been made in relation to 
when they might go to market.” 

The LLP is regeneration developer 
Dudley Public Sector Partnership 
which is is 50 per cent owned by 
Dudley Council. Since the sale 
announcement was made council 
bosses have been carrying out 
“detailed planning”. 

Town subway 
now closed 

A subway which links Stourbridge 
town centre to the bus station is to 
close until the end of the year. 

The route on Foster Street East is 
closing for a refurbishment as part of 
a £7million rebuild of the station. 
Transport operator Centro has closed 
the subway for approximately 14 
weeks. 

Work started on the new Stour¬ 
bridge Interchange in October last 
year and it is hoped it will be ready to 
open to the public early next year. 

Anthony Johnson, senior project 
manager at Centro said: “While the 
work is ongoing people should use the 
alternative walking routes into the 
town centre which will be advertised 
on posters at Centro’s information 
points.” 

Zoo plants aim

Councillor David Stanley, 
said: “This wonderful piece 
depicts monks executing 
their everyday tasks such as 
chopping wood, praying and 
inscribing manuscripts.

Other work to be carried 
out at the beauty spot 
includes a redevelopment of 
the park’s pavilion, lighting 
at the priory ruins, planting 
trees, repairing paths and 
new signs.

The Friends of the Priory 
Park and Green and Dudley 
Council applied for just 
under £1.8m of funding 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Big Lottery 
Fund to get the scheme off 
the ground. 

The remaining £800,000 
will come from Dudley 
Council and other contribu¬ 
tors. A date is yet to be set 
for when the larger works at 
the site will get under way 
but it is hoped details could 
be announced later this 
month. 

Other work which has 
already been carried out 
includes the restoration of a 
carved oak statue near the 
lily pond. 

Jon Mulvany, who carved 
the original statue, came 
out of retirement to restore 
some of its details.

Plans may 
ban on 
large lorries 

Plans to ban large lorries using residential 
roads situated near two Black Country towns 
have been unveiled by council officials. 

A series of banning orders stopping lorries 
over 7.5 tons using some roads around Kings¬ 
winford and Wordsley has been launched by 
Dudley Council following residents’ complaints. 

Around 17 roads form part of the traffic order 
plan which has been sent out to public consulta¬ 
tion. Bans stopping workers from nearby 
energy firm E.ON blocking residential roads 
during the day also feature in the plan. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, said lorries were 
using roads such as Cot Lane as a “rat run”. 

“The roads were just not built for that kind of 
traffic and these lorries should be staying on the 
main roads,” he said. “I’ve been in residents’ 
houses talking about the issue and three lorries 
have gone past trundling in just a few minutes.” 

Haulage 

He claims some of the lorries come from a 
nearby quarry as well as others being used by 
haulage firms. 

“There have been a number of people already 
getting in touch about the plan and the 
responses are generally positive but we want 
more residents to get in touch,” said Councillor 
Harley. “We hope we have created a balanced 
plan which is out to consultation and we hope 
that it will met the needs of residents.” 

Residents have also raised concerns with the 
number of workers from E.ON parking up all 
day in roads. Six roads including Larch Road, 
Water Street and Ash Crescent in Kingswinford 
could have restricted waiting times introduced. 

Double yellow lines banning parking could 
also be introduced on nine roads to ease conges¬ 
tion. People can view a full list of roads affected 
by viewing the traffic consultations dat-abase 
through www.dudley.gov.uk or at Dudley 
Council offices, in Mary Stevens Park, off Heath 
Lane, Stourbridge. A decision will be made on 
the plans in the next few weeks.

Hoax999 
callouts 
show fall 

Fire chiefs say education and 
getting the message across of the con¬ 
sequences of hoax callouts have seen 
the number of incidents almost 
halved. 

The fall in hoax callouts attended 
by West Midlands Fire Service have 
saved around £700,000 in the past 
five years. Catching repeat offenders 
dialling 999 and educating young 
people on the consequences of false 
emergency calls drove down figures, 
according to bosses. 

But malicious calls have still cost 
the fire service a total of £4,654,369 
with firefighters attending 9,663 
hoax jobs between 2006 and 2011. 
West Midlands Fire Authority chair¬ 
man, Councillor John Edwards, said 
work done to tackle the problem has 
helped halt the numbers of hoax calls 
attended in the region. 

“A combined approach of early edu¬ 
cation, intervention and multi agency 
working has had a tremendous 
impact,” he said. 

The figures, released through a 
Freedom of Information request, 
show West Midlands Fire Service 
attended 1,457 false alarm malicious 
calls between April 1 2010 and March 
31 this year. 

It cost the service £489,552 for 
turning out to those call outs during 
the 12 months. In total malicious call 
outs are down by around 44 per cent 
between 2006 and 2011. 

Warning over 
harvest period 

Police are warning motorists in 
Wyre Forest to beware of dangers 
caused by more farm vehicles being on 
the road during harvest time. 

West Mercia Police Safer Roads 
Partnership has issued the alert as 
agricultural vehicles move produce 
during the autumn. The Safer Roads 
Partnership is also reminding 
farmers that leaving mud and debris 
on the road is an offence under the 
Highways Act.

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Report on 
traveller 
children 

More than 200 gipsy and traveller 
children are now registered at schools 
in the Dudley borough as families opt 
to settle in the area, according to a 
new report. 

The document has been drawn up 
by Dudley Council’s children’s serv¬ 
ices from information from the Gipsy, 
Roma and Travellers Service. There 
are 311 youngsters registered as 
living in the region with 113 attend¬ 
ing 25 primary and three special 
schools in the area. A further 55 
attend 16 secondary and one short- 
stay school and 45 are in pre-schools 
across the borough. 

Of the remaining children regis¬ 
tered 30 are home educated while six 
are not presently included on a school 
roll. Officers are working with these 
families, according to the report. 

Others, a total of 62, are aged 16 to 
19 years and are above school age. 

Attendance 

The report says while gypsy, Roma 
and traveller attendance at schools in 
Dudley have improved over recent 
years, reflecting the national picture, 
it remains an ongoing issue. 

Attainment levels in education 
have also fallen and the service has 
offered training to schools to improve 
the youngsters’ achievements but 
take up has been poor. 

Officers say while there are 311 
children on the register the actual 
numbers living in the borough with 
their families is likely to be far higher. 

The report says schools are striving 
to improve attendance for youngsters 
of Gipsy, Roma or Traveller families 
by working with the service. 

The document says travelling pat¬ 
terns have changed over the past few 
decades with many families choosing 
to settle. In Dudley, many families 
rarely travel.

Then you reach the top of the stairs and 
it hits you in the face. Iron Maiden, Black 
Sabbath and Led Zeppelin. 

Right in the middle of all the Victorian splen¬ 
dour of this imposing gentlemen’s residence, 
among the William Morris wallpaper and all the 
fine art, is what could be the bedroom of any 
teenager into heavy metal. 

An AC/DC album sleeve lies on the floor; a 
black electric guitar adorned with a skull and 
crossbones is propped up against the bed; a 
bare-chested Dave Hill stares out from a poster 
for Slade’s 1972 album Slayed? and a Bring Me 
The Horizon T-shirt lies on an unmade bed. 

The imposing house in Cradley Heath, built 
by the wealthy farmer George Alfred Haden- 
Best, is not the place you would expect to see an 
exhibition of heavy metal music. 

On the other hand, you might argue its status 
as one of the most prominent houses in the 
heart of the metal-bashing Black Country 
makes it the perfect place to showcase the 
gritty, clashing sound which put the West Mid¬ 
lands on the world’s musical map. 

Skipping 

“Music which sang about skipping off to San 
Francisco with flowers in your hair was not real 
to people living and working in the West Mid¬ 
lands,” says Haden Hill’s Jane Hanney, who 
helped put the exhibition together. 

“In the industrial heartlands the world was 
much darker, life was often hard, and times 
were tough. It was the ideal place for a new 
genre of loud and heavy music to emerge.” 

The Home of Metal exhibition explores the 
relationship between the dark sounds of heavy 
metal which came out of the industrial Mid¬ 
lands during the 1960s and 70s, and the simi¬ 
larly dark heavy metal-bashing industries 
which provided the climate for it to thrive. 

It is not just at Haden Hill. Wednesbury Art 
Gallery, The Public in West Bromwich, the 
Black Country Living Museum, Dudley and 
Bilston Craft Gallery are all holding events, but 
it is the sight of a 1970s teenager’s bedroom 
amid the genteel splendour of this grand old 
house that perhaps makes for the most dra¬ 
matic image. 

Another dichotomy is presented by the black- 
and-white pictures of clean-cut looking pop and 
rock ’n’ roll singers from the pre-metal era - 
Cilia Black, Bill Haley and Herman’s Hermits 
are all featured. The pictures were taken by 
music impressario Jim Simpson, who managed 


as health and safety then.” For Gary Sanders 
October 26, 1978, is indelibly etched into his 
memory as the date he saw his first rock concert, 
Judas Priest at Wolverhampton Civic Hall. 

And given the way that the concert ended, it’s 
little wonder it made an impression on the 15- 
year-old. 

“My dad dropped my best mate, Bob, and 
myself off outside The Civic to join the heaving 
crowd waiting to get inside,” says Gary, from 
Wombourne. 

“I remember once we entered the hall it was 
incredibly hot, dark and reeked of patchouli, 
that sweet musky oil rockers used to douse 
themselves in. Maybe it was to mask the 
unavoidable sweat that was to ensue during the 
course of a gig, who knows? 

“Anyway, soon enough the support band came 
on, and the only thing I can remember about 
them, apart from being very loud, was the gui¬ 
tarist sliding his plectrum down the neck creat¬ 
ing a wild screeching sound that made me want 
to make the same noise on my own guitar. 

“After they’d finished and a whole half hour of 
Wally’ chants from the expectant crowd, the 
lights went down and on burst The Priest, all 
black leather, silver studs and a full unashamed 
assault on all the senses, lights, noise and 
action. 

Axemen 

“Vocalist Rob Halford hitting notes I never 
knew existed, dual action guitar wizardry from 
local axemen, K K Downing and Glenn Tipton. 

“This was magic happening right in front of 
my eyes and ears and only a few feet away and 
the atmosphere was just amazing. 

“Then emerging through the dry ice, on to the 
stage revved a gleaming chrome chopper bike 
with a seated Rob Halford in total control of the 
show. By now I was almost near the stage as Bob 
and I had been jostled to within a few feet of the 
band, which led to us being whipped into a 
frenzy — literally. 

“Rob Halford grabbed a cat o’nine tails and 
had proceeded to thrash the first few rows of the 
crowd with it. 

“Then after a couple of raucous encores the 
lights came on and I felt drained and elated all 
at the same time, wringing with sweat and deaf 
as a post. 

“I couldn’t hear properly for two days after, 
but what a gig and what a night. Well worth all 
of that two quid.”

Black Sabbath. As well as bringing to life the stories 
behind the region’s metal industry, the exhibition also fea¬ 
tures the memories of many heavy metal fans whose lives 
were shaped by the new music scene which swept the area. 

One, Ron from Tipton, recalls wor king for concert secu¬ 
rity at the Odeon cinema in Birmingham during the 1970s. 

“The first time I did a heavy rock gig they put me down 
the front for a laugh,” he says. “I didn’t know the fans would 
rush the stage. I was taken up on a wave and pushed to the 
edge of the stage. 

Fantastic 

“I did around 150 heavy metal gigs and always felt safe, 
the kids were fantastic, there was never any trouble.” 

Dennis, also from Tipton recalled going to see Saxon at 
the old JB’s rock club, at the back of Pathfinder menswear 
in Dudley, a venue which set many rock bands on the road 
to stardom. 

“It was like a large wooden shed,” Dennis remembers. 
“About three or four songs into the set, they decided to let 
off their new fangled ‘pyrotechnics’ - fireworks to us. 

“Within two or three seconds of those going off everyone 
was choking, and we couldn’t see for black smoke. 

“No-one had counted on the low ceiling. Never mind, 
they still carried on to the end of their show. No such thing 



Disabled 
to pay for 
parking 

Free parking for disabled patients 
and visitors at a Midland hospital will 
be scrapped under controversial new 
plans. 

Blue badge holders can park in 
spaces near to Kidderminster Hospi¬ 
tal’s entrance for free. 

Bosses say the spaces will remain 
but drivers will instead have to pay 
the same price as everyone else that 
uses the car park. 

The cheapest parking ticket — for 
two hours — costs £3, rising to £4.50 for 
four hours. 

But disabled campaigners are 
furious and say the plans show health 
chiefs’ “greed”. 

Charges will also be introduced at 
Redditch’s Alexandra Hospital and 
Worcestershire Royal in Worcester as 
part of the plans, which are set to be 
given the final go-ahead later this 
year. 

The trust argues that money raised 
from parking, which already brings in 
more than £1 million a year, goes 
towards providing frontline services. 

Mark Lawley, chairman of cam¬ 
paign group Disability Action Wyre 
Forest, said: “We are totally against 
this. Parking should be kept free at 
hospitals for blue badge holders, as 60 
per cent of disabled people are over 60 
and they are going to be visiting the 
hospital more regularly. 

“If you just went to the hospital once 
in a blue moon is one thing but if you 
are going two or three times a month 
the cost soon builds up,” he added. 

The trust has not yet set a date for 
the charges to be enforced. 

Parking fees 
a non-starter 

Plans to charge residents up to £40 
a year to give them priority to park 
near their homes in a Midland town 
have been thrown out as too few 
people voted. 

Locals in Offmore, Kidderminster, 
would have paid for permits under 
proposals put forward by Worcester¬ 
shire County Council. But out of 1,432 
surveys sent out to homes and busi¬ 
nesses, just 121 responses were 
received. 

Of these, 62 were in favour and 59 
were against. The council needed 80 
per cent of all 1,432 surveys to 
support the plans for them to go 
ahead. 

The plans were drawn up after 
research showed 12 per cent of all cars 
parked there during the day did not 
belong to local residents.

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Care complaints up by 50pc 


Complaints about adult social care 
in the Dudley borough shot up by 
more than 50 per cent in a year, 
according to new figures. 

The number of formal complaints 
from service users in the borough 
during 2010/11 was 223 — an increase 
of 89 from the year before, when the 
figure was 134. In 2008/09 Dudley 
Council registered 189 complaints, 
and 224 for 2007/08. 

Nearly half of all complaints in the 
last year were linked to issues around 
reduced or withdrawn service, trans¬ 
fer of services or changes to services, 


says the report. The news comes as 
Dudley Council plans to shut its last 
remaining care homes in the borough. 

One of the complaints was about a 
carer failing to turn up, leaving a 
service user “distressed and vulnera¬ 
ble”. Other concerns included a care 
provider being changed without 
warning, and a lack of communica¬ 
tion between staff. Reasons for the 
increase in complaints include a new 
assessment procedure being intro¬ 
duced, and some care services now 
being provided by outside bodies, the 
council claims. 


A report to the health and adult 
social care scrutiny committee said: 
“We are increasingly addressing 
issues of reduced services or change of 
services and the impact on the indi¬ 
vidual concerned. 

“It is also the case that the scope for 
resolving complaints satisfactorily 
and speedily is becoming more diffi¬ 
cult for managers due to available 
resources and the criteria for receiv¬ 
ing services.” 

The total number of compliments 
received for 2010/11 was 272, the 
same as for 2009/2010. 


Glowing 
report for 
pre-school 

A pre-school in Wyre 
Forest has been given a 
glowing report by Govern¬ 
ment inspectors. 

Lickhill Pre-school, 
Stourport, was ranked “out¬ 
standing” in some areas and 
was given a “good” rating 
overall in the Ofsted report 
by inspector Donna 
Stevens. 

The school in Almond 
Way was opened in 2010 
and is run by the neighbour¬ 
ing Lickhill Primary School. 

The Ofsted report states: 
“The pre-school is bright 
and welcoming and children 
enjoy exciting and interest¬ 
ing activities that support 
their learning and develop¬ 
ment in all areas, enabling 
them to make good 
progress.” 

The report added: 
“Parents are welcomed into 
the pre-school at the begin¬ 
ning and end of each 
session. They are encour¬ 
aged to play an active part 
in recording family events, 
holidays and outings in the 
communication books so 
that children can share 
their experiences.” 

Nursery manager Lisa 
Shorthouse said she was 
delighted by the report.

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Scheme to round up 
horses will continue 


A scheme by police which rounded up stray 
horses will continue in a Black Country 
borough after an initial trial proved to be a 
success. 

Dudley Council has been paying police to 
impound strays blighting the streets after council 
officers uncovered a law dating back to the mid- 
1800s. 

It stated officers could seize and impound cattle 
and horses on the highways - and since starting the 
scheme in April, 45 have been seized and rehomed. 
The move is helping to put an end to years of trouble 
caused by the animals. 

There has been a history of problems with horses tram¬ 
pling through gardens, over cars and stopping traffic. The 
scheme was due to run out this month but council chiefs 
have agreed to extend the trial. 

Bosses say they are also looking at other ways the 
problem could be tackled in the borough in the long term.

Dudley Council spokesman Chris Howes said: “We have 
had successful discussions with our service provider and 
will be extending the service for a further six months. 

“We also have a dedicated working group looking at the 
longer term issues of horses on council owned land.” 

Around 45 horses have been rounded up from streets 
around Dudley since the trial was launched after hun¬ 
dreds of reports of animals roaming the streets were 
lodged with the council. 

Until the new agreement, the council had been paying 
an outside agency around £60,000 a year to impound 
horses. However, it won’t reveal the cost of its agreement 
with the police. 

Officers are able to to seize animals that are insecure 
and liable to cause a danger on roads throughout Dudley. 

If they are not claimed by their owners, then they are re¬ 
homed outside the area. 

The problem with stray horses is not solely a Dudley 
issue. Problems have been reported in Bloxwich, Willen- 
hall and Tipton.

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Crossings plea for 
‘deathtrap’ rejected

Pleas for crossings to be set up on a 
stretch of road near a “deathtrap” 
island in the Black Country have been 
rejected by council chiefs. 

There were demands for pedestrian 
crossings to be installed in Cinder Bank, 
Dudley after a spate of accidents in recent 
years. Locals complain that drivers speed 
along the route after leaving the adjoining 
Dudley Southern Bypass, which was has 
been named as one of the worst accident 
blackspots in the Black Country. 

But Dudley Council has said the work cannot 
be carried out as there is already “too much 
street furniture” there. 

A report by Dudley Council’s highways team 
for an upcoming meeting of Central Dudley Area 
Committee lays out reasons why crossings will 
not be considered near Swan Street and Simms 
Lane. 

Visibility 

It says: “There is a large concentration of 
street furniture that would interfere with the 
visibility of both drivers and pedestrians. 

“There are also side roads and vehicle 
accesses near which pedestrian crossings could 
not be sited. 

“Accordingly, pedestrian crossing facilities for 
the section of Cinder Bank could not be consid¬ 
ered further while the present circumstances 
remain.” 

Local resident Ian Flower, aged 46, said: 
“There are so many speeding cars around here, 
it is frightening and there seem to be accidents 
almost every week. 

“The problems stem from drivers building up 
their speed on the bypass and at the roundabout 
then treating Cinder Bank like a racing track.” 

New data from the West Midlands Casualty 
Reduction Scheme revealed earlier this week 
that in Dudley there were 508 crashes with four 
fatalities between June last year and this May. 

The Dudley Southern Bypass, also known as 
Duncan Edwards Way, ranked as the borough’s 
worst blackspot, with 17 incidents. 

The figures also show that 18 people have died 
in crashes on routes throughout the Black 
Country between June last year. 

Earlier this week opposition leader Councillor 
David Spark said the roundabout at Cinder 
Bank was a “deathtrap” and called for traffic 
lights to be installed as a matter of urgency.

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Scheme to restore 
glassworks delayed

Work to restore a historic former 
glassworks in Stourbridge badly 
damaged by arsonists has been 
delayed. 

Bosses are battling to start work 
before winter on the former Stuart 
Crystal factory in High Street, Words- 
ley, as the roof is resting where it fell 
during the blaze. 

The repairs have been set back amid 
delays from insurance companies. 

But developers want to secure the site so 
it is not damaged further. 

They want to get it done “as soon as possi¬ 
ble” so planning can continue for a £5 million 
glass museum linked to the nearby Red 
House Glass Cone, via an underground 
tunnel. 

Although project chiefs say the delay will 
not affect the overall museum scheme in the 
long term, they admit that it is “frustrating”. 

They originally announced work was due 
to start six weeks ago but it stalled at the last 
minute. 

Grinding 

David Freer, director of site owners 
Complex Developments, said: “The process 
is grinding slowly forward. 

“My original timescale after the fire was 
weeks but it has taken longer than expected 
to pursue the claim with the insurers. 

“I want to get the building secure before 
the winter sets in and snow and ice starts 
causing damage.” 

There were fears the building would have 
to be demolished, throwing the scheme into 
doubt, but engineers decided the main struc¬ 
ture could be saved. 

The blaze in May also gutted the building 
and damaged some of the walls. Since then 
there have been a number of vandalism 
attacks, including a fire in one of the other 
six units on the site. 

Mr Freer added: “With a good head wind 
we can get the work done in four weeks and 
hopefully get it done before the end of the 
year.” 

Under the plans the six listed buildings on 
the Stuart Crystal site would be trans¬ 
formed into a new glass museum with an 
underground link to the Red House Glass 
Cone.

MI5 now recruiting 
telephone call spies

People who speak Arabic and 
other foreign languages are 
being recruited to listen in on 
phone calls in the West Midlands 
to try to spot potential terrorists. 

Security service MI 5 is offering 
£22,000 a year to “foreign language 
analysts” who can pick out informa¬ 
tion and disrupt threats to national 
security. 

The roles will become particularly busy 
next year during the Olympics with staff 
asked to work in shifts. 

MI5 wants people who speak Arabic, 
Bengali, Pashto, Punjabi with Pothwari, 
Somali and Kurdish Sorani. The jobs are 
also available in Greater Manchester and 
London. 

But applicants have been warned the 
job is “not glamorous”. The security 
service has declined to comment further 
on its job offer. 

Intercepted 

But the description on its website 
reads: “Part of our work involves listen¬ 
ing to legally intercepted telephone calls. 
That’s where you can play your part - 
using your language skills to listen for 
vital clues in what seem like everyday 
conversations. 

“You’ll spend your time listening to 
phone calls made by people under inves¬ 
tigation to help identify threats to 
national security, including terrorism 
and espionage. 

“Some calls won’t be relevant but your 
judgment, language skills and cultural 
knowledge will help determine which are. 

“You’ll be working as part of a close- 
knit team, piecing together intelligence 
to support ongoing investigations. It’s not 
a glamorous job, but it is important.” 

Applicants must be born or naturalised 
British citizens and at least 18. 

They are being told that “discretion is 
vital” and that they must not discuss 
their applications with anyone other than 
a partner or close family member. 

On Monday, six men were arrested in 
Birmingham. They were detained on sus¬ 
picion of the commission, preparation or 
instigation of an act of terrorism in the 
UK.

Mr Chilton, who now lives in Bridgnorth, 
plans to still explore his passion for animals 
during his retirement and hopes to visit more 
zoos in Australia.

Getting the economy 
started again is a must 


5-point plan to get the 
economy moving again. 

he economy has again domi¬ 
nated the headlines this 
week. No matter which 
party would have won last year’s 
election, significant cuts would 
have to have been made. 

Before the election Labour set out 
detailed ways to get the deficit down 
by saving spending and cutting waste 
on welfare, education and Home 
Office spending, for example. 

The Tories say Labour spent too much, 
so the economic crisis was Labour’s fault. 

But I don’t agree. Before the recession the 
Tories promised to match Labour’s spending. Now they 
want us to believe that the global economic crisis was 
Labour’s fault. 

And anyway, the Lehman Brothers bank in New York 
didn’t collapse because parents in Dudley got tax credits or 
because we had more teachers and teaching assistants in 
local schools. 

And the worldwide economy wasn’t plunged into a finan¬ 
cial crisis because we got a brand new £300 million hospi¬ 
tal with more doctors and nurses than ever before at 
Russells Hall. 

Benefits 

But when recession hit, people lost their jobs. They had 
to claim benefits instead of paying taxes. The government 
still had to meet the wage bill and Labour spent money to 
get the economy moving and save people’s jobs. 

At Labour Party Conference last week I heard a really 
important speech from Labour’s Shadow Chancellor Ed 
Balls. He did something that David Cameron and George 
Osborne have been unable to do: he put forward a credible 
plan for growth. 

At its heart is a 5-point plan to get the economy moving 
again by temporarily reducing VAT, repeating the bank 
bonus tax and offering a national insurance break for firms 
who take on new workers. 

With the queues outside job centres in Dudley continu¬ 
ing to grow, tackling unemployment must be our number 
one priority. Ten percent of people in our area are now 
jobless. 

The plan Labour announced last week would repeat the 
bank bonus tax in order to guarantee a job for 100,000 
young people. We’d also give a one-year national insurance 
holiday to every firm which takes on extra workers. These 
two measures would offer real chances for people to move 
from the dole queue to the shop floor. 


Secondly, reversing 

January’s VAT rise for a tem¬ 
porary period would put 
money in the pockets of people 
who need it most. People are 
fearful about the future at the 
moment and I know many 
families have been forced to 
stop saving and will have to 
spend less this Christmas. 

This measure would give a 
family with two kids a boost of 
£450. It would also be good 
news for our high street. 

We all know the town 
centre is struggling at the 
moment, with the amount of 
empty shops in Dudley among 
the highest in the country. 

A cut in VAT would provide some much-needed relief for 
shops on our high street and help get tills ringing again. 

Finally, this plan addresses the housing crisis facing our 
country. At the moment prices are still too high and people 
are struggling to get on the housing ladder so increasing 
supply is essential. 

The average age of first time buyers is 37 and high rents, 
stagnant wages and low interest rates are making it very 
difficult to save for a deposit. By repeating the bonus tax 
25,000 new homes could be built, helping to ease the pres¬ 
sure on housing supply and improve the market for every¬ 
one. 

As the last 12 months have shown and as all of the eco¬ 
nomic figures are indicating, slashing public spending 
without having a credible plan for growth is economic 
suicide. This package offers a credible, steady, balanced 
plan to boost the economy and get people back into work. 

College Question Time 

I had a really interesting discussion with Dudley College 
students last Friday when I popped down to take part in a 
question and answer session. 

There are some massive challenges facing young people 
at the moment. Top of the list for the students I met was 
the rising cost of education and the lack of jobs for people 
coming out of college and university. The students were 
knowledgeable and opinionated and we had a lively dis¬ 
cussion. 

The visit also gave me the chance to congratulate the 
students’ union and Kim Hughes on their recent NUS 
awards. The College won FE Students’ Union of the year 
and Kim Hughes won Student Unionist of this year. They 
ran a fantastic campaign opposing the unfair EMA cuts 
last year. Both awards are richly deserved and I look 
forward to seeing staff and students again soon.

Birmingham Royal Ballet - Beauty and the Beast, 
Hippodrome 

The Birmingham Royal Ballet production of Beauty and 
the Beast has so much more than superb dancing- 
amazing costumes, magical scenery and comic touches. 

This towering gothic fairytale comes from the creator of 
BRB’s smash-hit Cinderella and tells the story of a cruel 
prince, cursed to spend the rest of his life living in a castle 
with the animals he callously hunted, but who finds salva¬ 
tion in the heart of a beautiful girl. Caught stealing a single 
rose, Belle’s desperate father exchanges his life for his 
youngest daughter’s freedom. In his distant castle Beast, 
stripped of his handsome features and his very humanity, 
must win her heart, or spend the rest of his life in bitter 
solitude. 

There are many lighter moments, particularly with the 
two sisters who take on an almost panto-style role (akin to 
the ugly sisters) and the ridiculous courting dance of poten¬ 
tial suitor Monsieur Cochon (Johnathan Payn) was 
superb. But the real treat was the exquisite dancing by 
Belle (Nao Sakuma) and The Beast (Iain Mackay). 

Shang Hi by Cirque du Ceil, 

Grand Theatre, Wolverhampton 

This colourful show tells the story of teenage girl Yan 
Yang and her mysterious journey of discovery. 

Starting with film footage, which illustrates the journey 
from Wolverhampton to China on a globe, the audience are 
shown scenes of China and the story unfolds of how this 
young girl is taken from modern-day China to the past - 
with the power of spirits — to discover the magic realm of 
the Cirque. All very easy when you know the story but a bit 
hard to follow on the night, but despite that there was no 
mistaking the ability of the performers who kept the audi¬ 
ence spellbound for almost two hours. 

They are taken with her to the bustling metropolis of 
Shanghai, to see jugglers, dancers, performers and acro¬ 
bats who help her realise her dream of becoming a circus 
performer. 

The performances are quite spellbinding. There was the 
occasional slip-up including one young man who dropped 


the hats he was juggling but he was determined to get it 
right and on his third attempt he did much to the delight 
of the audience. 

Some of the positions by the contortionists were beyond 
belief. All this and dance, martial arts and superb cos¬ 
tumes with original music. The traditional Chinese stunts 
with the aerial silks and “monkey poles” were quite breath¬ 
taking. This highly-awaited internationally acclaimed 
production, originally directed by Cirque Du Soleil's Guy 
Caron, has come to the UK this year for the very first time 
and is well worth a visit.

Alan Carr, 

NIA Birmingham. 

When toothy bespectacled comedian Alan Carr intro¬ 
duced his Spexy Beast show at Birmingham on Sunday, on 
his second night at the cavernous NIA venue as part of his 
first stand-up tour in four years, he said there would be 
good bits and bad bits (or words to that effect). 

After his two sets, totalling around 90 minutes, I 
realised this was no false modesty. 

Carr’s great strength is he comes across as a chatty, exu¬ 
berant friend with quick wit and a tendency to spice con¬ 
versation with expletives and risque comments. Though 
even he had to work hard to create an atmosphere in the 
hangar-like venue. 

Usually on TV he is sat down, so seeing him pace and, 
let’s be frank, mince around the stage served as a reminder 
what a fine physical comedian he is. The Northampton 
comic’s conversational style was also a downfall as he 
flitted from one subject to another riots, drink, technology, 
getting old - and sometimes the gear changes crunched. 
With no overall theme developing there was no movement 
towards a comic crescendo, so his sets ended disconcert¬ 
ingly abruptly. 

When his observational humour about human flaws was 
spot on - and it often was - he got big laughs but too many 
of his observations were only smile worthy and his flights 
of fancy didn't always take off (though I liked the idea of his 
nana sucking the chocolate off a Crunchie and trying to sell 
the bar to Cash For Gold).

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How your money 
helps in a drought 


By Sarah Hazelwood 

A DUDLEY mum has trav¬ 
elled to Ethiopia to find out 
how money raised in the Black 
Country is helping those 
caught in the country’s worst 
drought for 60 years. 

Julia Hood, a volunteer at the 
Catholic Agency for Overseas 
Development (Cafod), jetted off to 
East Africa, on September 19, to 
see how funds were aiding a com¬ 
munity on the brink of survival. 

Cafod is the Catholic agency sup¬ 
porting overseas development, 
working with more than 50 countries 
in Africa, Asia and Latin America to 
fight poverty and injustice. 

This year parishes and schools 
across the Black Country have helped 
raise almost £15,000 for the East 
African appeal alongside a staggering 
£141,000 from the Birmingham Catho¬ 
lic Archdiocese, which Dudley, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton are all members. 

Encourage 

After spending a week with Cafod 
and its partners visiting various com¬ 
munities overseas Julia, of Richbor- 
ough Drive, who has worked for the 
agency for the past 13 years, said the 
money had so far helped produce larger 
and deeper water holes, mend a well 
which had been blocked for 21 years 
and aid in the clearance of land to 
encourage cattle grazing. 

“To finally be able to see the work 
that takes place in East Africa and the 
difference our projects are having on 
the community was a real privilege,” 
she said. 

“I was extremely lucky to be able to 
go and see the ways donations from the 
Black Country help those living in 
such hardship. 

“The money we collect is crucial to

helping communities get through this 
extremely difficult time. They haven’t 
had any rain since last March so it was 
a real shock to see the effects first 
hand. 

“I am constantly amazed at the gen¬ 
erosity shown by people especially at a 
time where finances are a worry for 
everybody. 

“Although it is always difficult to 
hear these stories I have brought home 
with me a real message of hope - that 
even in difficult times there is still 
something we can do to improve the 


lives of so many disadvantage and 
truly wonderful people overseas.” 

The 48-year-old, mother of two, has 
done a massive amount to help raise 
funds over the past decade, inbetween 
working as a volunteer reading assis¬ 
tant at St Joseph’s school which is in 
Dudley. 

Before the trip Julia embarked upon 
a sponsored walk with parishioners 
from St Mary of the Angles, in Walsall, 
in a charity stroll from Aldridge to 
Lichfield. 

She will be returning to the church 


in the next few weeks to tell them 
about her trip and the ways in which 
their donations are being spent. 

With fundraisers throughout the 
year the next big event for Cafod is the 
Harvest fast day appeal, this Friday 
(October 7). 

Collections 

A host of schools and parishes take 
part with special collections and 
fundraising efforts to help fund the 
group’s projects. 

Julia, who travelled more than

500km from the capital Addia Ababa to 
Yabello in the Borana region of South 
Ethiopia, said: “We are very lucky to 
have so many committed supporters as 
without them our work wouldn’t be 
possible. 

“The money raised has given the 
community hope that they can get 
through this and they are just praying 
now that rain will fall this month. 

“Livestock numbers are dropping 
fast but the well, which serves more 
than 3,000 cattle each day, puts them 
one step closer to saving their lively 


source of water for the region’s cattle 

hoods. Some women from neighbour¬ 
ing communities walk for up to eight 
hours to use the well which shows just 
how important our help is. 

“I would love to go back again to see 
the changes our money and support is 
making and again pass on my stories 
and show the people of the Black 
Country the huge difference they are 
making.”

Multi-million pound expansion plans 
have been unveiled for Dudley’s Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre — and could see the 
introduction of parking charges in as 
little as two years. 

Bosses at the centre revealed they had 
started working towards drawing up plans to 
include new shops, leisure facilities and 
houses. Centre manager Lucas Ross said 
parking charges were a formal requirement of 
expanding the popular indoor shopping mall. 

“The expansion might not be immediate but it’s 
something we are currently working towards,” he 
said. 

“If all goes well, hopefully it is only a couple of 
years away. Whether it is done all in one phase or a 
few smaller phases is hard to say. 

“It’s a very complicated process - we will need to 
get plans drawn up, have planning permission 
approved and get businesses interested in moving 
in before we could go ahead. A requirement of the 
expansion is that we need to start charging for car 
parking,” added Mr Ross. 

Shoppers 

Centre owners Westfield began working on plans 
as soon as Dudley Council approved the Brierley 
Hill Area Action Plan last month, he said. But he 
could not confirm whether previous plans for 
charges - which would have seen shoppers paying 
50p for an hour, rising to £3.50 for five hours with 
£1.50 increments for each additional hour - would 
be revisited. 

The Action Plan states the new areas would be 
built on under-used land surrounding the centre 
and hopes to create better connections with the 
High Street as part of the scheme. 

According to the plan, around 895,557ft sq of new 
retail space - including a new “anchor” store - 
would be created by expanding the centre towards 
the canal, along with almost 70,000sq ft of office 
space and 1,350 new homes. 

One way this could be done, the report suggests, 
is by converting current car parks to multi-storey 
and building flats around it. 

Deputy council leader Tim Wright said the 
council had developed the policy alongside other 
Black Country councils. 

“As set out in the Black Country joint core strat¬ 
egy, a condition of any significant extra retail space 
is that the owners would need to implement a car 
parking charging system similar to comparable 
centres,” he said. 


Hospital trust fails to meet target 


A hospital trust failed to meet its 
target of achieving a £500,000 cash 
surplus to re-invest in services as 
expenditure rose over the past year, 
new figures have revealed. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust spent £249.4 
million over the past financial year up 
from £228.9 million in 2010/11. And 
the trust had originally expected a 
surplus of £500,000 in the coffers at 
the end of the financial year. Instead it 
achieved £275,000. This was down 
from £1.8 million the previous year. 

Director of Finance Paul Assinder 
told the annual members meeting it 
had been a challenging year for the 


trust with austerity measures at 
national level and freezing conditions 
last winter taking their toll. 

He told the meeting, held at 
Dudley’s Russells Hospital, the trust 
had to act quickly to deal with higher 
patient figures over the winter 
months because of the severe weather. 

He said 65 beds had been committed 
by the trust and locums brought in to 
ensure patients were treated to a high 
standard and efficiently. 

“It has been a challenging year but 
we have achieved and in some cases 
exceeded all of the major targets that 
we were set for the year,” he said. 

“We had originally expected to 


achieve a surplus of £500,000 for the 
last financial year and the final figure 
is less. However we knew that it was 
going to be a smaller figure than last 
year.” 

Mr Assinder said despite the chal¬ 
lenging conditions the trust had still 
been able to spend £9m on improve¬ 
ments and new equipment. 

He said £5.4m had been spent on a 
new multi-storey car park at the hos¬ 
pital along with £2.9m updating 
equipment and a further £l.lm 
revamping the north block. Another 
£1.3m had been spent on a new MRI 
scanner and £600,000 upgrading IT 
equipment at the site.

SKODA’S new model will make its debut in its domestic 
market, the Czech Republic, before the end of this year, 
with the UK and other European countries following at the 
beginning of summer 2012. The Citigo will be launched in 
three-door and five-door versions. 

“The Citigo is one of the pillars of our growth strategy. It paves 
(Tie way for tremendous opportunities in a new segment,” said 
Skoda Board chairman, Winfried Vahland. 

“The Citigo is literally a ‘simply clever’ car. Despite its small size, it 
offers ample interior space; it is agile while frugal. Put simply: v it’s an 
attractive choice offering many clever ideas. The car offers all of Skoda’s 
values in a compact package and fits perfectly with our aims.” 

With the Citigo, Skoda is entering a new sector. “The demand for small 
cars with low fuel consumption, at a favourable price and with reasonable 
operating costs, is growing,” continues Mr Vahland. 

“Skoda’s new small vehicle is a reaction to this trend. We are entering 
new ground and the Citigo will attract prospects mainly in our European 
markets.” 

Thg designers have given the car a distinct look that defines this as a 
new Skoda. The finned grille set in a chrome-plated frame and precisely 
shaped headlamps give the car a typical Skoda look. The Citigo will 
measure just 3.56 metres long, 1.65 metres wide and 1.48 metres high. 

The Skoda Citigo is an ideal car in and out of the city. It offers generous 
interior space. The car’s long wheel base — 2.42 metres — provides enough 
comfort for four passengers even on long trips. The boot volume is a size¬ 
able 251 litres, which can be extended to 951 litres by folding down the rear 
seats. 

The interior design includes numerous storage compartments, cup 
holders and multimedia systems, as well as storage pockets on the sides of 
the front seats. In addition, a special bag hook integrated in to the glovebox 
handle, and a photograph holder on the central console, are two clever 
interior elements. 

The vehicle has a number of solutions to help improve overall comfort. 

In the three-door version, the ‘Easy Entry’ system allows easy access to 
the rear seats. The front passenger’s seat can be moved and folded forward 
to ensure easy access to the rear seats. 



For the first time in a Skoda vehicle, a portable navigation system is fuel consumption and emission levels for the standard engines are also low 
available. The device is fitted to the dashboard and can be removed easily - 62.8mpg and 105g C02/km with the 60PS engine and 60. lmpg and 108g 
and used on the go.

Cooper’s team to launch a title 
onslaught from their new home 


Dudley’s Shaun Cooper believes the sky is 
the limit for his band of professional boxers 
now they finally have a home to call their 
own, writes Craig Birch. 

The former pro, along with his camp of fighters 
and fellow trainers, have moved into Coops Boxing 
Camp in Brockmoor, Brierley Hill. 

Now the 43-year-old is planning to throw open 
his doors to the general public for boxing lessons 
and fitness in the on-site studio, which opens this 
month. 

Cooper co-owns the gym with local businessman 
James Lane who is getting the most out of his 
money - the 33-year-old plans to lose 4st in the 
gym by December. 

Three ex-boxers will be showing newcomers the 
ropes in Ray ‘Razza’ Campbell, Lindon Scarlett 
and Micky Warbey. 

Cooper, Campbell and Scarlett all hold pro train¬ 
ers licences while Warbey — who acts as time¬ 
keeper in sparring — is also applying for one. 

It is the same team that work in the corner when 
the stable’s two leading lights, Midlands light mid¬ 
dleweight champion Jamie Ball and highly-rated 
featherweight Chris Male, are in action. 

Respective 

Both are unbeaten in their first 11 pro fights and 
are targeting a crack at their respective English 
titles, while Ball was named Best Young Boxer at 
the Midlands Area Council’s yearly boxing awards 
on Saturday night. 

Male has his shot on November 26. He will climb 
into the ring with Olympian Joe Murray for the 
vacant belt in a fight promoted by Ricky Hatton. 

Ball, meanwhile, is expecting his six-round fight 
at Walsall Town Hall on Saturday night to be his 
last before taking on champion Brian Rose. 

Cooper came out of a 17-year exile from pro 
boxing to lead them into the paid ranks three years 
ago and is pushing his fighters to their limits. 

He said: “We do a 12-week camp. The first two or 
three weeks are gruelling hard, with 40-minute 
bursts of solid training, with a lot of groundwork 
like press-ups. 

“We do a lot of strength training, which is like 
weights but with loads of repetitions of different 
exercises. 

“Then we start sparring, three-and-a-half 
minute rounds with a minute or half a minute 



break. The pros have their own time at the 
gym, so we can put a lot more time into 
them. 

“But, for the general public, we do a 
boxing circuit on the bags and pads, with 
shadows and skipping, and they will love 
it.” 

For Cooper, Ball really is one of his own - 
the 27-year-old is his nephew. Leading the 
boxer into the pro game was what brought 
him back and Male followed months later. 

Another two hopefuls have joined the 
ranks in welterweight Kyle Spencer and 
light-welter Steven Pearce. 

Stourbridge’s Pearce has won an ABA 
Midlands title and reached the national 
semi-finals as an amateur last year. 

The 26-year-old and Brierley Hill’s 
Spencer make their pro debuts alongside 
Ball in Walsall on Saturday night but 
Cooper insists neither will be rushed.

He said: “Boxing is a cut-throat game. 

You have to look after your kids. We take 
the right fights at the right time and don’t 
push them. 

“Jamie and Chris are good fighters, both 
11-0, and to get English titles would be 
great for them and for the gym. 

“Hopefully, then people would start to 
recognise us and more fighters will come. 

I want winners in my gym.” 

Cooper was one of the brightest domes¬ 
tic prospects of his era when he turned pro 
in the late 1980s. 

He had a 96-fight amateur career in 
which he reached the junior ABA finals, 
faced Robert McCracken in the seniors 
and boxed alongside former world cham¬ 
pion Richie Woodhall for England. 

It looked equally promising in the pros, 
too, with 16 straight wins and eight knock¬ 
outs but Cooper abruptly retired unde¬ 
feated in 1991. He said: “It would have been nice 
to show people where I could have gone. Richie 
Woodhall has always said to me that I would have 
been a British, Commonwealth and European 
champion. I wasn’t with the right people and I 
didn’t get the fights I should have got. I’d had 


enough of the game so I packed it up. I will always 
regret it.”
